Cora  is  the  wife  of 
Russel  Comon.  Alfred  and  Ruble, 
the  other  two  children  also  are 
married  and  live  away.  There  are 
twenty  six  grandchildren  and  ^if- 
tee»»  great  gnuidohlldrep. 

Mr,  and  Mrs.  • Eniens  came  to 
Michigan  with  Mrs.  Emens’  parents 
in  1866  bought  the  one  hundred 
acre  farm  where  they  are  now  liv- 
ing and  engaged  in  agricultural 
pursuits.  After  a short  time  Mr. 
Emens  bought  his  father-in-law's 
share  of  the  lahd  and  on  this  land 
he  built  the  second  fmme 
house  to  be  built  in  Wright 
tewnshlqn.  Here  all  their  child- 
ren were  born  and  raised  and 
vfoBe  then, sent  away  to  aohool 
where  they  could  receive  good  ed- 
luchtlons.  Most  all  the  children  and 
grand  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Emens  have  been  or  are  school 
teachers.

For  forty  years  he  waB 
an  agent  for  the  Mutual  Fire  In- 
surance Gd..  and  part  of  the  time 
he  was  a director  of  this  company. 

I He  was  director  of  the  district 
school  and  Superintendent  of  tie 
East  Wright  Sabbath  school  foi 
twenty  years.  In  speaking  of  poll-i 
tics  Mr.  Emens  said  “There  is  on© 
thing  that  I would  like  to  Say  and 
ihat  fa,  that  I have  always  been  and 
always  will  be  a Republican  and  I 
i cast  my  first  vote  for  Fremont 
when  the  Republican  party  first 
originated  and  Fremont  was  de- 
, feated  by  Buchanan  in  1866.’’

The  information  concerning  the  family  tree  for  our  paternal  ancestor, 

John  P.  Emens,  is  at  present,  sketchy.  (We  should  all  search  for  more  data) 

A family  Bible  and  the  "Portrait  and  Biographical  Album  of  Hillsdale  County"(C) 
provide  most  of  the  data.  Some  of  the  facts  are  verified  by  the  U.S.  Census 
of  1850,  Seneca  County,  Town  of  Romulus,  New  York,  and  the  tombstones  in  the 
Prattville  (Wright  Township)  Cemetery.  (The  land  for  the  cemetery  was 
given  by  John  P.  Emens.)

The  Hillsdale  County  Album  relates  more  facts  as  follows: 

Peter  Emens  - Believed  to  be  of  English  birth  and  ancestry.  Earliest 
record  places  him  in  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey.  His 
farm  buildings  were  burned  by  British  soldiers  in  the 
Revolutionary  War. 

John  P.  Emens,  Sr.  - Native  of  New  Jersey,  spent  his  whole  life  there. 

Francis  Emens  -Born  March  9,  1807  in  Freehold,  Monmouth  County,  New 

Jersey;  moved  to  Seneca  County,  New  York  (upon  receiving 
his  majority).  Married  on  January  8,  1831  to  Mrs.  Anna 
(Roberts)  McClelan  who  was  born  2/18/1802.  Her  parents 
were  John  and  Rebecca  (Phillips)  Roberts  and  her  first 
husband  was  Aaron  McClelan  who  died  in  1827.  Francis 
and  Anna  Emens  moved  to  Michigan  (Prattville,  Wright 
Township)  in  1866.

Penelope  Caton  married  Gilbert  Smith  (1805)  whose  son,  Coe  Brewster 
Smith  (1815)  married  Famy  Hagaman  (1812)  and  their  daughter,  Penelope  Smith, 
was  born  in  1836.  Penelope  Smith  married  John  P.  Emens .

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The  Hillsdale  County  Album  (G)  provides  supporting  information  as  follows: 

Penelope  Smith  was  "born  January  19,  1836,  in  Romulus,  Seneca  County, 
New  York.  Her  father,  Coe  B.  Smith,  a resident  of  Seneca  County,  was 
the  son  of  Gilbert  Smith  of  Orange  County.  He  was  the  son  of  Henry 
Smith,  a native  of  the  same  county. 

"The  maiden  name  of  the  paternal  grandmother  of  Mrs.  Emens  was  Penelope 
Caton.  She  died  in  Romulus,  New  York,  about  1841.  The  father  of 
Penelope  Caton,  and  the  maternal  great-grandfather  of  Mrs.  Emens  was 
a Baptist  preacher  and  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Seneca  County. 

"The  wife  of  Coe  B.  Smith  was  Famy  Hagaman,  born  in  Seneca  County, 

New  York,  April  6,  1812.  Her  parents,  Francis  and  Catherine  (Waldron) 
Hagaman  were  natives  of  New  Jersey  and  Early  settlers  of  Romulus 
Township,  Seneca  County,  New  York  (about  1800). 

"Samuel  Waldron,  the  maternal  great-grandfather  of  Mrs.  Emens,  was  a 
native  of  New  Jersey  and  the  Son  of  Francis  Waldron,  son  of  Samuel 
Waldron.  The  father  of  the  latter,  a native  of  Holland,  was  a Baron... 
after  settling  in  New  York. . .secured  a grant  to  a portion  of  land  now 
included  within  the  limits  of  New  York  City." 

Penelope  Smith  Emens  died  on  May  23,  1824.

THE  WALDRON  FAMILY 


(H) 

(Excerpts  relating  to  Ancestors  of 
our  Grandmother:  Penelope  Smith  Emens) 

1.  "RESOLVED  WALDRON , son  of  Resolved,  grandson  of  Johannes  and 

perhaps  descendant  of  Baron  Rudolph  Van  Waldron,  was  the  immigrant  ancestor  of 

this  branch  of  the  Waldron  Family  which  is  the  main  line  of  this  book.  He 

was  born  10  May  1610,  in  Amsterdam,  Holland.  He  and  his  brother,  Joseph, 

learned  the  printing  trade.  He  married,  before  1647,  REBECCA  HENDRICKS, 

daughter  of  Hendrick  Koch,  who  was  a respectable  Amsterdam  burgher.  He  and 

Rebecca  had  three  children  before  she  died,  about  1652  or  1653.  Resolved 

married  secondly  10  May  1654  TENNEKE  NAGEL  who  was  born  in  1624,  daughter 

>1 

of  Barent  Nagel,  deceased,  of  Groningen,  the  Netherlands.  Late  in  1654  he 
sailed  with  his  family  for  America  and  settled  in  New  Amsterdam.  A map  of 
New  Amsterdam,  dated  1660,  which  may  be  seen  in  the  New  York  Museum,  shows 
the  location  of  two  adjacent  houses  belonging  to  Joseph  and  Resolved  Waldron. 
Later  both  removed  to  New  Harlem.” 

"Resolved  Waldron  became  a burgher  on  17  April  1657,  taking  the  oath 
of  fidelity,  and  the  next  year  was  made  a deputy  sheriff.  In  1659  he  was 
sent  with  Heermans  to  Maryland  to  vindicate  the  Dutch  title  on  the  Delaware. 

He  was  an  efficient  officer  to  whom  Governor  Stuyvesant  became  much  attached. 
In  1658  the  town  of  New  Harlem  (later  simply  called  Harlem)  had  been 
established  in  the  northern  part  of  Manhattan  Island,  and  in  the  next  few 
years  Resolved  obtained  from  the  Dutch  government,  of  which  he  was  a 
magistrate,  a patent  for  a tract  of  land  there.  In  September,  1664,  the 
English  took  over  New  Netherlands  and  renamed  it  New  York.  Resolved  took 
the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  English,  but  decided  to  retire  to  private 
life.  He  removed  with  his  family  to  New  Harlem  to  spend  the  remaining  years

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of  his  life  there.  He  was  one  of  the  twenty-three  original  patentees  of  the 
town  and  the  most  noted  as  well  as  one  of  the  most  intelligent  of  its 
settlers . " 

’’Resolved  Waldron  died  early  in  1690.  The  inventory  of  his  estate, 
taken  17  May  1690,  embraced  lands,  slaves,  farmstock,  etc.,  such  as  ’’three 
lots  of  land  lying  upon  Van  Keulen's  Hook,  one  lot  on  Jochem  Pieters,  and 
a house  and  lot  with  its  buildings  and  its  plantations  in  the  village,  a 

piece  of  meadow  laying  in  the  Round  Meadow .”  However,  Resolved  had  such 

extensive  debts  that  the  heirs  agreed  to  let  his  son,  Samuel,  have  all  of 
the  property  if  he  would  support  the  widow,  Tanneke,  and  assume  and  pay  the 
debts .

8.  SAMUEL  N.  WAT. D RON,  son  of  Resolved  and  Tanneke  (Nagel)  Waldron,  was 

born  10  April  1670,  at  Harlem,  New  York.  On  5 March  1692  he  married  NEELTIE 
BLOODGOOD  who  was  born  in  1670  and  died  in  1714,  daughter  of  Capt.  Frans  and 


Lysbeth  (Jans)  Bloetgoet  (see  the  Bloetgoet  or  Bloodgood  Family,  The  Waldron 
Family,  p.  46).  After  his  father  died  in  1690,  Samuel  took  over  his  father's 


farm  on  Van  Keulen’s  Hook,  his  other  property  and  debts,  and  supported  his

mother,  Tanneke.  In  1710  he  bought  the  Jan  Delamater  place  on  Rooms  Hook 
and  in  1712  he  made  his  residence  there.  Samuel  made  many  land  transactions 
in  his  lifetime.  He  died  in  1737,  at  which  time  he  owned  156  acres  which 
passed  to  his  first-born  child,  Johannes. 

CHILDREN:  (Born  in  Harlem) 

I Johannes,  b.  23  Dec.  1693;  probably  did  not  marry;  he  was  assistant 
alderman  for  the  Out  Ward  from  1731  to  1737  except  for  one  term;  he 
built  a residence  with  bricks  imported  from  Holland  and  called  it 
"Waldron  Hall,  Hoorns  Hook,"  and  this  house  stood  until  demolished 
in  1870.  A stone  from  it,  which  bore  Johannes'  initials  and  his 
birthdate  was  rescued  by  a Mr.  Rufus  Prime;  Johannes  d.  7 Nov. 

1741  and  the  156  acres  he  had  from  his  father  went  to  his  brother, 
William,  who  conveyed  parts  of  it  to  his  brothers,  Peter  and 
Benjamin.

However,  we  know  that  Deborah  died  after  August,  1816, 
and  prior  to  February,  1830,  and  was  buried  in  the  town  of  Romulus,  Seneca 
County,  New  York.  John  Caton  died  in  1830  in  Zanesville,  Ohio." 

"When  the  Revolutionary  War  began,  John  Caton  enlisted  in  the  Orange 
County  (Land  Bounty  Rights)  New  York  Militia,  First  Regiment,  under  Major 
Zachariah  DuBois.  Later  he  was  an  aid  to  General  George  Washington  and  served 
as  a bodyguard.  Thus  he  came  to  know  General  Lafayette." 

"After  the  close  of  the  War,  John  Caton  settled  in  Cornwall,  in  Orange 
County,  New  York.  Cornwall  is  five  miles  South  of  Newburgh  which  was 
Washington's  headquarters  in  1783.  In  October,  1790,  he  was  listed  as  the 
minister  of  a Baptist  Church  at  New  Cornwall.  The  first  U.S.  Census  (1790) 
of  Orange  County,  New  Cornwall  Township,  lists  John  Caton  as  head  of  a family, 
1 male  over  16,  1 male  under  16,  five  females." 

"According  to  the  writings  of  Lewis  Halsey,  John  Caton  was  ordained 
pastor  of  the  new  church  at  Cornwall  on  30  November  1790." 

"On  2 January  1810,  John  Caton  bought  113  acres  of  land  in  the  north- 
west corner  of  lot  81,  town  of  Romulus,  for  $1,017.50.  A witness  to  the 
signing  of  the  deed  was  John  Sayre  whose  son,  Coe,  had  married  John  Caton's 
daughter,  Deborah.  On  8 April  1816,  John  Caton  bought  25  acres  just  south 
of  the  eastern  end  of  his  farm  from  John  Sayre;  and  four  months  later,  on 
5 August  1816,  he  and  his  wife  sold  this  same  parcel  of  land.  Both  John  and 
Deborah  Caton  signed  the  deed." 

(I)  Hagen,  Louis  W. , and  Hagen,  Marie  S.,  T^  Caton  Family,  Descendants  of 
John  Caton  (1751-1830)  Revolutionary  Soldier  of  New  York  and  Ohio, 
Rochester , New  York,  1969. 
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"During  his  pastorate  at  Romulus  (1808-18) , John  Caton  was  very  active 

in  church  work  throughout  Seneca  County  and  into  Chemung  and  Schuyler  Counties . 

His  name  appears  frequently  in  Halsey's  History  of  the  Seneca  Baptist  Association. 

On  page  182  it  is  stated  that,  'He  was  a soldier  of  the  Revolution,  a member 

of  Washington's  bodyguard,  and  in  his  time  he  was  one  of  the  most  noted 

characters  of  Seneca  County.'  The  membership  of  his  church  was  105  in  1818 

when  he  retired  as  active  pastor,  he  then  being  67  years  old.  However,  he 

continued  to  live  in  Romulus  until  1830." 

"It  was  in  Waterloo,  New  York,  on  8 June  1825  that  General  Lafayette 

saw  his  companion-in-arms,  John  Caton.  The  Marquis  de  Lafayette  had  come 

from  France  to  pay  a final  visit  to  America,  and  after  having  toured  the 

western  reaches  of  the  young  nation  that  he  had  helped  George  Washington  bring 

into  existence,  was  returning  east  by  way  of  the  brand-new  Erie  Canal  from 

Buffalo  to  Rochester,  and  then,  because  of  repairs  being  made  on  the  canal 

east  of  Rochester,  went  by  carriage  to  Canandaigua,  Geneva  and  Waterloo.  There 

in  the  crowd  assembled  to  give  him  welcome,  the  general  singled  out  the  old 

veteran  and  exclaimed,  'Come  here,  John  Caton;  I have  not  seen  you  for  forty 

years.'  The  soldiers  met  as  those  long  parted,  and  many  an  eye  grew  moist 

at  the  heart-touching  scene."

was  born  about  1813,  probably  at  Romulus,  New  York.  He  first  married  Ann 

Eliza  (Analiza)  McClelan  (b.  4/25/1822  - d.  1/26/1852),  who  was  the  daughter 

of  Anna  Roberts  McClelan  by  her  first  marriage.  He  later  (3/13/1853)  married 

Rebecca  R.  (Beckie)  Emens  who  was  a daughter  of  the  same  Anna  Roberts  McClelan 

Emens,  but  by  her  second  husband,  Francis  Emens.

The  next  year  Gilbert  Smith  leased  the  John 
Hagaman  farm  in  lot  76,  Town  of  Romulus,  to  work  it  on  shares.  The  1850  census 
lists  him  as  a farmer,  aged  37,  his  first  wife  Ann  Eliza,  aged  27,  and  the  four 
children  of  that  marriage  named  below.  Also,  his  father  Gilbert  Sr.  was  living 
with  him  at  that  time.  On  25  Feb.  1852  Gilbert  Smith  and  his  father-in-law 
Francis  Emens  bought  11  acres  in  lot  88  from  Samuel  W.  Waldron  and  his  wife  Mary. 
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Gilbert's  brother,  Coe,  had  a daughter  Penelope  who  married  John  P.  Emens , the 
son  of  Francis.  Francis  and  John  are  buried  near  each  other  in  the  Prattville, 
Michigan,  Cemetery.  If  Gilbert  and  Beckie  Smith  later  went  to  Michigan,  it  has 
not  been  determined."

9.  "COE  BREWSTER  SMITH,  son  of  Penelope  Caton  (John)  and  Gilbert  Smith, 
was  born  in  1815,  probably  at  Romulus,  New  York.  He  married  FAIMY  HAGAMAN 
who  was  born  6 April  1812,  daughter  of  Francis  and  Catherine  (Waldron)  Hagaman. 
Catherine  was  a daughter  of  Samuel  B.  (Francis,  Samuel,  Resolved)  and  Gertrude 
(NanNess)  Waldron.  Francis  Hagaman  died  20  Sept.  1828,  aged  70  (or  76),  and 
left  his  widow  and  several  children  of  whom  Faimy  was  a minor.

The  1850  census  for  Romulus  lists  him  as  34  years  of  age,  his  wife  Faimy  37, 
daughter  Penelope  14  and  Maryette  2.  Also  in  the  same  house  was  his  wife's 
mother,  Catherine  Hagaman,  aged  80,  born  in  New  Jersey.  She  died  25  July  1858 
aged  88  years,  5 months,  and  was  buried  beside  her  husband,  Francis,  in  Mt. 

Green  Cemetery,  Romulus.  On  24  May  1862,  Coe  and  Faimy  Smith  sold  the  last  of 
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their  land  and  in  1866  removed  to  Michigan  with  their  daughter  Penelope  and 
family.

JOHN  RICHARD  EMENS  "BRANCH"  --  Expanded  Data 


JOHN  RICHARD  EMENS,  the  oldest  son  of  Alfred  John  Emens  and  Carrie 
Belle  Silvernail,  was  bom  October  10,  1901.  He  was  named  for  his  two  grand- 
fathers, John  P.  Emens,  and  Richard  Silvernail.  The  Silvernail  ancestral 
tree  (as  preserved  by  Aunt  May  Silvernail  Severance)  reaches  back  to  Johannis 
Adam  Silbernagel  who  came  to  the  United  States  from  Palestine,  Germany,  in 
1710.  The  Emens,  Smith,  Waldron  and  Caton  ancestry  is  presented  in  this 
volume . 


The  farm  home  one  mile  East  of  Prattville,  Michigan,  the  Prattville 
School,  Lime  Lake,  and  the  East  Wright  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  were  the 
early  environment.  Four  sisters  and  four  brothers  were  added  to  the  family 
over  the  years . 

Following  Prattville  High  School  was  attendance  for  two  years  at 
Michigan  State  Normal  College  (now  Eastern  Michigan  University)  and  the 
earning  of  a Life  Certificate  to  teach  school.  He  later  earned  a Bachelor's 
degree  at  Eastern  Michigan  University,  and  the  Master's  and  Ph.D.  degrees 
at  The  University  of  Michigan.  Twelve  colleges  and  universities  have 
bestowed  Honorary  Degrees  upon  him.  The  48  years  of  teaching  and  adminis- 
tration (from  a one-room  country  school  in  Macomb  County,  Michigan,  to  the 
Presidency  of  Ball  State  University  in  Indiana)  are  described  in  "Who's  Who 
in  America,"  in  "The  Ball  State  Story,”  and  in  a brochure  entitled,  "The 
Emens  Years." 

John  R.  --  usually  called  Jack  (and  "Happy  Jack"  by  the  college 
students)  married  Aline  Louise  Brainerd  on  July  22,  1929,  from  Vassar, 
Michigan.
